maine End of the erection of this Colledge or Societ y 
would not be obtained, viz. the Infuling into the 
morefturdy Husbandmen of the Nation in general] 
(now too much wedded to their more cuftomary 
and leffer profitable workings ) the more perfect 
Principles of their own Art,and fuch additional Ues 
and Inféruments, as fhall maketheir Pradifes more

unfound and rather Cuftomary then rational rules and 
grounds;nor as now in a difhonourable drudging ways 
which indeed 1s the grand caufe that hinders or 
takes off the molt ingenious /pirits( which yet are 
moft fit tobe engaged. )For it is plain, that the chief 
reafon, why thisfoexcellentan Art, hath hitherto 
arrived at no greater perfeCion, is; that no Publique 
courfe of incouragement and bigh prizing the fame 
hath been thought of; and {othe beft wits fhut our, 
that fhouldhave fearched it out,and difcovered this 
Art more perfectly; which ance generally known,to- 
gether with the va{t advantages thereby arifing.as 
to.the whole Nation : fo to every particular prattiti- 
onér; we need not feare to want Difciples. Itismoft 
evident, that thofe few Ingenious perfons, that have 
looked intothe wayes of improvement,{ having fome. 
thing alfoto worke upon) of late years have ad- 
vanced their particular Ivtere/ts toa doubleortreb- 
ble proportion. Lam very confident, that thofe ve- 
ry Improvements may again bedoubled by yet bet- 
ter wayes.

5. He mutt be alwayes in Commons at the Hall of 
the fatd Society sat rhexate of 8.s. per week, or fuch 
other rates more of Jefle,asthe then prefent {tate of 
things fhall requires’ Andche ‘is alwayesto-pay @ffF 
all arreares atthe end of cach moneth at the fartheft, 
without any dedudtions for abfence how jong or 
fort foever.But if he keep a Servant (who muft alte 
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bein Cemmons when prefent.) he thall be allowed 
to deduct forhis abf€ace. As allo he is not to be 
accomptable to the sta6/e for his Horfe when abfent.

Which ofall thofe ( almoft infinite ) wayes or inéans, 
by which man hath been made Initrumental to the 
increafe of his own well-being, was’not in one age 
orother, aszew as this Invention of wine doth feem

Certainly it isnot the Newreffe, but the Vanity or 
Invalidity of any Invention, that layes itopen tothe 
diflike ofthe more wife and Nob/e perfons: Or if the 
Newneffe of an Invention caw any way render it fit to 
be fufpedfed, itis oncly in fuch as being altogether 
New, feem alfoto difagree with Natural reafon, and 
treade quite befidethe path of Experience: Of this 
kinde it would be., af aman fhould pretend to 
makebread of ftoness butto fay, that I can make 
more or better bread of the fame Wheate, will appear 
impofhible to none but inconfideraté péerfons. And 
thething which T hold forth is nothing elfe, but to 
{crew the moft profound Af flery of good Husbandry 
anoteortwohigher; buttodo the fame thing by 
abetier way, and to more advantage. 

Tothethethird and laft, before IT anfwerT will 
fo farre digreffe, as to enquire, what is or can be here 
meant by Securify?

Thus when a man lendstoanother poli- 
tically as a meer man, he requires bi/s, bonds, mor- 
gages, orthelike. Butifhe gives, hedoth not fo, 
neither ifhe lend tothe Poor, orto perfons {0 juft 
that he efteems their word fufficient. I fuppofe 
there are very many in Lowdon, that do frequently 
take up great {ums without giving any formal fecn- 
rity; nay that would take it for a great afront to 
have fuch a thing required of them ; and yetfurely 
it isno abfolute miracle to {ee fuch.a one break; why 
then are men fo.eafie in that ,and fo difficult in this > 
or isit for the mutual Advance of Trade? why , that 
very argument ferves heretoo; unlefle they be re- 
folved toadvance no trade, but their own. And 
even that alfo comes in here ; for what trade can 
more advance the Engagers Private,then that which

meanes, byGods bleffing given unto and upon this 
means ,b€ continual! 
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A\Sin, ees, Wici men lend. money for 
little or no Advantage to themfelves, but onely to 


do their frienda courtefie sit isbut reafonable, that 
they fhould by all good meanes fecure the repay- 
ment of their principall. But when men put forth 
their moneys in hope of great Advantage,they mutt, 
and do ufually forbearto ftand upon fuch precife 
Security 3 rightly confidering, that Gods providence is 
(asthe beft Inheritance; {0 alfo ) the beft Security 
that can be named,and willnot faileto returne with 
a blefiing, any thing that fhall be thereto intrufted 
faithfully. Thus, what other Security ( more then 
yational Probabilities) hath the Souldier ; that ven- 
tures hislife, limbs, liberty and all, and thiswith- 
out any other Security then a good confcience, (ora 
good confidence at lea{t) in lifeor death; refting in 
that fucceflethe Lord of hoafts thal pleafe toa ppoint. 
Thus the Jferchant puts ( if not alwayes himfelfes 
yet) his Eftate into a weak wooden veffel:and com- 
mits it to themercy of thewinds and waves , ha- 
ving fet up his reftin the goodneffe of that God that 
parted the Red-Sea by his power, Thus, the A4/- 
neralift layes out much money in fincking his pits 
and quarries , onely in hope to finde that richer 
veine he conceives to be there. Thus the Patient 
commits his life health and eafe (under God) into 
the Phy/itians hands, as relying on hiscare and skill. 
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tlay, thatallthefe, and many more, evenall men 
in almoft all humane actions, rynne fome kind of 
hazard; and moreor lefledo and mutt depend up- 
cn Gods mercy and mans integrity,without any other 
outward farmal Security. Thus alfodo I propound 
(and that upon Probabilities as certain and rational it 
not mere asany of thefe) that wemay agree | ex. 
gage, and {owein hope; that'that God that neyer 
fuffers hope (rightly placed) to be fruftrate; may 
make us retarn and bear our fheafes with us:may make 
our valleys fiand fo thick with Corne,hat they fhall laugh 
and fing. Which thatitmay bethus, thal} alwayes 
be the faithfull defire and earneft prayer of, Sir,
